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TREATMENT OF CYSTITIS 


In yesterday's article, I explained some of the causes of cystitis, 
- or bladder inflammation and in today’s article, 1 am going to outline 
a general treatment which may be used with good results. 

At the beginning of the treatment, the use of the plain water 
fast for a few days will often prove helpful during which time the 
patient takes large amounts of distilled water. The giving of such 
a large amount of water will be an advantage simply by increasing 
the drainage through the bladder and by diluting the irritating mate- 
rials being excreted. 

It is advisable that the patient avoid exposure to cold or damp, 
as it will be found an almost invariable rule that the bladder trouble 
increases during such exposure because of the fact that the skin 
elimination is decreased at this time, thus throwing a greater burden 
on the kidneys and bladder, 

I find that it is often a good plan to place the patient on a 
milk diet, and while on the milk regimen he takes one eight-ounce- 
zlass of milk every hour, the milk being warmed, but no water being 
taken, for the reason that the milk will contain sufficient liquid to 
keep up a good drainage through the bladder. The bladder will, be 
kept comparatively clean of irritating material because the fluid in 
the milk will act the same as the water fast, that is, it will. dilute 
the solution held in the bladder to such a degree that it will not induce 
irritation to the same..extent as would occur when the liquid stored 
in the bladder was in a more concentrated solution. ‘ 

’' The laboratory test of the kidney elimination shouldbe repeat 
while the patient is on the milk diet and it will usua!'y be found 
that the re-test will disclose an improvement. 

As the patient improves, he may be returned to a diet of whole- 
some foods and should be instructed to avoid such foods. as garlic, 
onions, and those foods which are highly spiced. Alcoholic beverages, 
particularly new beer, are to be omitted. The use of the foods I have 
just mentioned and of alcoholic beverages will provide further irritat- 
ing substances which must be eliminated by way of the bladder. 

I find it extremely important to explain to the patient that a 
sluggish intestinal elimination must be guarded against in every case 
of cystitis. If necessary, the patient is to use an enema: each day, 
using one quart of plain warm water. The enema is also to be used 
while the patient is on the water fast and during the milk diet. 

To secure temporary relief from the distress resulting: from 
bladdez irritation, the patient is to use some form of heat treatment. 
The hot Sitz bath is probably the best kind of home treatment to use, 
the paient sitting in about 9 inches of water, as warm as can be 
borne on the skin. He is to remain in the Sitz bath for 15 minutes 
and is to take one bath each day. The Sitz bath will increase the local 
blood circulation and will serve to lessen congestion, while at the 
same time, the heat will prove soothing and comferting. Or, another 
home treatment which may be employed with good effect, is. the 
application of hot towels. This treatment may be repeated. several 
times daily, if desired, the patient applying over the bladder region, 
a hot towel which has been folded. The hot towe! must be changed 
frequently and another substituted for it. Treatment given over the 
bladder area with a deep therapy lamp will also prove helpful. In 
cases where a bacterial invasion is an outstanding part of the clinical 
picture, bladder washes may be necessary, and are to be given -by a 
doctor. ; g
